Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Lee et al. (US-PGPUBS 2004/0081983) or Lee et al . 
(WO 02/090530) . 

Lee et al. (US-PGPUBS 2004/0081983) and Lee et al. (WO 
02/090530) each teach a protein (i.e., KPP-2, SEQ ID N0:2 of Lee 
et al.) having 99% identity to SEQ ID NO: 2 herein and 
compositions comprising this protein and a carrier. As KPP-2 of 
Lee et al . was first disclosed in 60/271,205 filed on 2/23/01 
Lee et al. anticipate the instant claims. 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. The closest prior art appear to be 
the KPP-2 protein of Lee et al. (US-PGPUBS 2004/0081983) and Lee 
et al. (WO 02/090530) as discussed above, the rPTP-GMCl protein 
of Wright et al. which appears to be the rat homolog of the 
instant protein and that of Moller et al (US Patent 5,585,233)

which appear to disclose cytoplasmic forms, C- terminal fragments 

of the membrane tyrosine phosphatase of SEQ ID NO: 2 or allelic 

and splice variants thereof. However, none of these references, 

nor the prior art in general, teach or suggest the specific 

tyrosine phosphatase of SEQ ID NO: 2.
